and known to probably only one out of every ten thousand 
of his customers. He goes into his store through a private 
entrance; is carried to the floor on which his office is located 
by an elevator that never revolves a wheel nor taxes a cable 
except in his service. Intrenched in his sanctum he 
is secure from the sights and sounds of the curious. 
( The writer has often strolled through the aisles of R. 
H. Macy & Co.’s with Mr. Nathan Straus, who is the half- 
owner and active managing partner of that wonderful 
store. 

Mr. Straus, in his rambles, would pause here and there 
to make a remark to the people behind the counters—men 
and women. 

Frequently the replies of his employees were rude, or 
satirical, or humorous, or dense. This, because they were 
ignorant of the fact that they were addressing the man 
for whom they, worked. 

1 once saw him edge up to a saleswoman in the suit de- 
partment and heard him, in a semi-confidential tone, in- 
quire: “* How’s business?’’ She turned a saucy, flushed face 
to him, and pointing a dainty index digit straight ahead, 
snapped back, “‘Go chase yourself!’’ The young thing evi- 
dently thought that the very colorless interrogation was 
intended as a conversational wedge with which the quiet, 
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modest-looking gentleman hoped to widen the opportunity 
for a more vital and personal effort. 

She would have collapsed had she dreamed that the 
innocent object of her scorn was the lovable, genial Mr. 
Nathan Straus. 

It is different in Atlanta. 

Even a stranger coming into the store at any time 
since Mr. Johnson met with the accident that placed him 
so near to death must have felt the deep gloom that hung 
over the place like a pall. 

Every man, woman and child—from the heads of de- 
partments to the smallest cash boys—knew him and loved 
him. He was always accessible, sympathetic and just to 
each of them. 

The writer, in his capacity of advertiser, has written 
volumes for Chamberlin-Johnson-DuBose Co.—but he 
never struck off an expression that so pleased Mr. John- 
son as that of ‘‘Store Family,’’ which was employed in re- 
ferring to the organization. 

He was frankly pleased and exceedingly .compliment- 
ary over that homely term, and in speaking of it his face 
glowed in a way to indicate that the cockles of his heart 
thrilled with an extra warmth when he realized that the 
significance of those inspirational words jewelling the mass 
of merchandise news was a tribute to the beautiful paternal 
spirit engendered by his fine, equable nature. 

As the sufferer improved the grief stricken ‘‘Store 
Family’’ relaxed. It was not until then that we knew 
how tense and agonizing the strain had been. 

For four days our people were unable to rouse them- 
selves out of the sorrow that obsessed their hearts. They 
did their work mechanically—like automatons. 

Their thoughts, and sympathies were with their be- 
loved friend and employer. 

More than one echoed the spoken wish of Leon Wal- 
ker, “*Oh, if only I might bear his sufferings for him.’’ 

Ours was no well-ordered, conventional, perfunctorv 
mourning of the convulsive, hysterical sentimentalist. It 
was powerful, profound, paralyzing. 

It gripped, and racked and ached. Then came a quali- 
fied—but cheering—prophecy and the following day an 
unequivocal promise from the physicians. How eager- 
ly we let the bars down to admit the golden grace of Hope 
revived. 

The frightful shock and our sense of personal grief 
rendered us clumsy and slow-witted last week. But the 
shadows of suspense have vanished and now our hands 
and minds are alert to your demands. 

We know that in every stress he would have us exert 
ourselves to the utmost to carry on the business with the 
same courtesy and zeal that his presence and enthusiasm 
always inspired. 

The store is very close to his heart. As a mere money- 
making machine it was dwarfed by comparison with the 
lofty ideal and pure ethies which he ever held far above 
every cold material consideration. His personality; so rich, 
so human, fibres every part of it. 

As he lies on the sick bed his interest is trebly our 
interest. With his chances for complete recovery all in 
the bright sunshine we feel like saying, ‘‘God’s world is 
verv good.”’
